Murad II of Turkey who hung out their shingles in the loth century. 
All of which looks as if Rostoftzeff had got his pottery a little 
too early, unless the fellow that collecte’ this pottery. collected 
antiques. I possibly could do better by attributing more of these, 
if I could clean them. Can I stick them into the electric bath 
for a week or so? One or two look to me as if they have been 
cleaned with some bootleg stuff.
